Canvassers' Dinner 
Hears F-L Dixon, 
A.D, Campbell 

"It is not a mattei" of giving, 
but an opportunity of showing 
appreciation for McGill Uni- 
versity" stated Air Vice- Mar- 
shal Frank S. McGill, when the 
chairman of the McGill War 
Memorial Campaign addressed 
a dinner meeting of student 
canvassers in the Union Ball- 
room last night. 

The address concluded the offi- 
cial ceremonies opening ot the War 
Memorial Campaign, with a short 
address by John J. Costigan, pres- 
ident of the Students' Society. Cos- 
tigan stated, that student support 
of the campaign meant a concrete 
contribution to the university. He 
explained, that the university pays 
|400.- or more beyond the fees paid 
by a student for a single years' tuit- 
ion, and that therefore student con- 
tributions are necessary in order 
to make the building of a venture 
such as, the new . Pool possible. 

F-L G. H. Dixon, General Sec- 
retary for the Campaign was then 
introduced by President Costigan. 
T'h Dixon reWewed the organiza- 
tion of the campaign, outlining its 
development from original plans 
laid last August.' He^^paid tribute 
to the work' done^by^Mri' E. A. 
Leslie, president of the. Graduate 
Society, who, the General Secre- 
tary pointed out, toured the whole 
continent, planning and organizing 
for the coming campaign. 

In Mr. Leslie's absence. Dr. A. 
D. Campbell replied for the Grad- 
uates Society, Thanking F-L Dix- 
on,, Dr. Campbell stressed the 
need for a swimming pool at Mc- 
Gill .since it is one' of the few uni- 
versities without one. * 

Then followed Air Vice Marshal 
McGill' address. 

He said that he had once been 
on the Dominion Champion Swim- 
ming Team, he therefore realized 
that the need for a swimming pool 
at. McGill was great. Although there 
was no necessity for it, as he did 
not believe in drawing students to 
a University on the basis ot Its 
recreational facilities, yet he felt, 
that never-the.less, it would add 
greatly to its reputation. 

Hie General Chairman of the 
Campaign praised the organization 
of the campaign, stating that grad-

Stotement by Dr. A. S. Lomb 



In a statement in support of the 
construction of a swlnunlng-pool 
for the University Dr. A. S. Lamb, 
Director of the Department of Phys- 
ical Education, said in part: 

"Those undergraduates who wish 
to learn to swim and those who are 
especially interested in c6mpetltlve 
awlmming, water polo and diving, 
win no doubt form the majority of 
those who will use the proposed 
Swimming-pool. 

"In the immediate post-war years, 
however, there will doubtless be 
a considerable number of students 
recovering from war injuries who 
will find great therapeutic . value 
from- the use of the Fool. There, is 
abundant clinical evidence to war- 
rant the more extensive use of 
hydro- therapeutic measures as a 
valuable adjunct to other forms of 
treatment ■ ^ V 

"From recent investigations, it. is 
estimated that approximately 35% 
of the student body is unable to 
swinm 50 yards. This is a somewhat 
appalUnjt^stâte v of affairs and not 



only are these ', students a dan 
ger to themselves, but 'they would 
be of. no service to others Til case 
of emergency. 

"As soon as it can be arranged, 
the women students, now about 
half the number of men, should 
have a pool of their own. Mean 
time, hoWewr it seems practical 
and wise that they should be 
granted privileges in the proposed 
structure, with proper dressing 
room, shower and towelling fad- 
Uttes. . 

"The proposed swimming pool 
will prove to be amost important 
aid in solving some of the complex 
problems ot readjustment and rc 
habilitation. 

"A swimming pool, even with' 
out the special installations often 
used for such purposes, would offer 
a variety of opportunities whereby 
disabilities could be remedied much 
more quickly than would otherwise 
be the case. Aside from the purely 
physical benefits, the recreative,

To Sign Cards 
As Pledge 



The McGill Campus Wac 
Memorial Campaign was' offi- 
cially opened by John J. Costi- 
gan. yesterday cveniiig^ at- a 
dinner-rally for. canvassers ad- 
dressed by : the > general chairr 
man of the campaign, Air A'ice- 
Marshal Frank S. McGill. The 
student campaign to colleci> 
funds for the 'W'ar Memorial 
Wing, to house a "V\''ar Memorial 
Plaque and a swimming-pool, is. 
part of a world-wide drive or- 
ganized by the Graduates' So- 
ciety of McGill University. 

The gymnasium was built in 1930 
as a result of the Graduates' So- 
ciety's efforts; the present project 
Is to complete the gymnasium and 
establish a "living memorial." 

Students on this canipus will be 
asked to sign pledge-cards. These 
pledges are to be fulfilled not out 
of this year's caution-money, it was 
stressed, but In two instalments 
covering one session or more, along 
with regular payment of tuition 
fees. The total which the canvassers 
asic for will be $10, and individual 
students may distribute the amount 
of the instalments as they sec fit 

List of graduates made up to en- 
sure world-wide covèrage for tlie 
campaign include iM^l^^commlttées 
from . Victoria - to .Spokane,- New ' 
'Vork to Noranda, Quebec to Ver- 
mont, Charlottetown to New Ham- 
shire, and Baltimore to Miami. Or- 
ganization of "Other Countries" Is 
in the hands of prospective chair- 
men who will cover graduates In 
theiWest:IndIes,- South and Central 
America, South Africa, Europe, The 
Middle East, India, The Far East, 
and Hawaii; the organization ot 
Great Britain's McGiU Graduates 
has been undertaken separately. 

Contributions to the campaign al- 
ready received include $5,900 from 
the former University Air Squad- 
ron and a prospective $20,000 from 
the McGill C.O.T.C . * 

The campaign will last on the 
McGill campus for exactly one 
week, at the end of which can- 
vassers will hand in their pledge- 
cards as collected to their class and 
faculty presidents, who will then 
turn them - over to the Student 
Continued on'Pairc Four .

' It reflects great credit on tlie students of 
this University that the worlc of many of the 
U.M.S.U. sub-committees should measure up to 
high professional standards. Our Dramatic 
Society and Glee Club productions, not to men- 
tion our extension debates, attrncl large crowds 
and favorable comment each year, our athletes 
arc making names for themselves in local and 
Western sports circles, and we put out one of 
the finest year-books published anywhere. As 
Grand is standing behind us, toying suggestively 
•with a Colt .38, we will also state that we pub- 
lish an unbelievably outstanding newspaper, 
read throughout the land. 
. Only in public relations work arc 'we weak. 
Asjde -from our Open House, the work in that 
fièld is behind the tinies, and fails to take ad- 
vantage of the methods. and practices developed 
in modern, large-scale commercial advertising- 
Thanks to our operas, our plays, our debates, 
etc., wo have "sold" the University to a fair- 
sized proportion of the adult population of 
Winnipeg, but we have definitely hot sold our- 
selves to the Iiigh-scliool sttidents of this prov- 
ince, who should be our number one "prospects". 
We can talk all we like about moving Junior 
Division out to Fort Garry, about new build- 
ings, about swimming pools, gyms, stadiums, 
and five-minute bus service, but unless we can 
increase our enrollment in the near future we 
may have to wait a long time before Manitoba 
"U" becomes the institution we want it to be. 

The weakness is not due to any inefficiency 
in the Public Relations Committee. It is due 
to our failure to realize the importance of the 
group and' to give it the assistance, financial 
and otherwise, that it needs. It is i|lso due to 
the fqct that little or no co-operation exists 
between student and official University pub- 
licity work. But what could a larger, expanded 
Public Relations Committee do? Plentyl 

AVhy do people not go to University? Some 
of them because they^^annot afford it and art 
unable to win scholarships. What about the 
rest of them (in normal times, that is)? Some 
of them have not sufficient ability, but many, 
many others are simply unawfiVc of thé advan- 
tages that a University education can ' give 
them. These are people who should have gone 
to college, but didn'trras a result society will 
not receive the full benèfits of their abilities. 
Meanwhile our University' stays small— unable 
to obtain the instructors and professors it would 
like to have, many of its buildings old and 'in 
n«ed of replacement, its student activities 
sharply restricted by limited budgets— all be- 
cause we have not got sufficient registration, 
i 11 iL P'"^*^"'' ^'^ """e making no real effort to 
tell the young people of this province what the 
U. of M. IS all about. If a person gets interested 
though, he writes in to the authorities and gets 
eent ^n un-illustrated calendar with the bare 
jjones of the information he needs. This is not 
good enough. We are letting our sales prospects 
come to U8_ instead of going after them ourselves. 
Under such circumstances, it is no wonder that 
many teen-agers become suspicious of univer- 
sities, after having reached thé (conclusion that 
people go there to meet handsonie ehgineers or 
to spend pas hard-earned cash on revèlry and 
hcsntious living. Impressions like these should 

be corrected at once. 

. What can we do about it? Radio broadcasts 
are good pubhcity outlets, and we have made 
greijt progress with them in the li^st two yèark. 
î*î"Pir' fnd >1 untrated literature could be 
distributed throughout the province. But best 
0/ all, in . our estimation, would be the circula- 
Jion. of a _ movie about the University. This 
movie could contain shots of students in lectures 
and labs-, of studenta putting out' TAe Mont- 
''U"'fnn'5i!r'"^ " »P»ra « play, dancing at 
u functions, playing various games, dèbàtine, 
«guing m the common rooms, running then- 
student government, studying for exams and 
Tenting same. Brief pictorial resumes of all the 
prmcipa courses could be included. Most help- 
ful of all, perhaps, would be a practical demon- 
stration, on the screen, of the qualifications 
required for yanous .types of emploj^ent gnd

VII. Beyond the Horizon 

The present war has given science in general 
and aviation in particular an impetus that is the 
more outatanding If we consider the relatively short 
time interval in which such remarkable progress 
has been achieved. 

From the early periods ot the war when the 
Blenheim was still the main weapon of the Bomber 
Command to tha present day when the skies are 
filled with super fortresses, Jet-propelled fighters, 
and remote-controlled roclcets, we have passed 
through an age of progress such as has not been 
known before. We have learned to travel as fast 
as sound, to see as far as a hundred miles, to carry 
loads up to ten and fifteen tons through the air— 
and, we have learned to destroy, to liquidate cities 
and towns with a sweep of our aerial might. 

To ascertain what the future holds is not an easy 
task. No more can we trust the safety of our own 
homes when some rocltct may be directed at our 
cities from over six hundred miles aw^y. If it is 
not possible to preserve a state of permanent peace, 
we will be forced to devise means by whiclt we can 
protect ourselves— either to develop counter meas- 
urei such as electro-magnetic barrages that will 
render these radio-controUed rockets ineffective or 
we may be obliged to protect our homes and our 
factories by going undirlrround, as has taecoma the 
custom In Europe. 

However, the threat from direct bombers may 
be considered as being the lass ominous, partly on 
account of a higher efficiency of defensive meas- 
ures due to the employ of Jet-fighters, radatrloc^tion 
and rvdiOrControUed flying bombs and partly on 
account of the reduced efficiency of the bomber due 
to an increased speed and a higher ïlying level, 
Within the next few decades, pending the discovery 
of a new fuel we will also probably witness the 
active introduction of the manned rocket that will 
then take Its place in the air lines of the world. 
Of course, it is atUl in its experimental stage but 
with the V-2 as forerunner and considering the con- 
tinual development of new fuels we may very well 
consider the fundamental difficulties as having been 
surmounted.. In its initial stages no doubt it will be 
dépendent upon a ciiemical fuel ^nd hence will be 
very limited in the extent of' Us flight, but u', as 
imagined, the splitting of thé atom relèases*ënormous 
en«rgies and it is possible to harness these we can 
eventually loolc forward to the conquest of the inter- 
stellar spaçes. 

Oxygen equipment, temperature ' control, and 
pressure cabins of course will be a necessity and 
the shock of landing will be overcome by the expul- 
sion of a forward Jet in the direction of travel and 
the consequent reduction of momentum. Lateral 
control will be established by the firing of subsidiary 
rockets along the side of the .rocket and it would be 
very advisable to place fhe pressure cabin on roller 
bearings inside the rocket shèll in order to avoid 
the inconveniences arising from any possible rotary

It's Not Cricket . . . 

It has always been to us a point of interest that 
the National Hockey League has since 1924 presented 
a trophy, the Udy Byng cup, to the player com- 
bining consistent gentlemanly conduct with good 
all-round ability. It is an unusual award, having 
few parallels in any sport in our sphere of coverage, 
and the Implications of the simple fact that it exisU 
are sometimes worth considering. 

For many years it was virtually the sole recog- 
nition for whi^ an N.H.L. player could strive; and 
by odd coincidence, through most of that period it 
was shared exclusively by two men— Frank Bouch- 
er, centrcm^n of the New York Rangers' great Cook- 
Boucber-Cbok line, and Joe Primeau, hia opposite 
number of thé. Toronto Maple Leifs' trio of Primeau, 
Conacher, and Jackson. Today, and more's the pity, 
its attainment seems much less highly regarded, and 
much less newsworthy. 

It seems too bad that the assumption is implied 
that professional hockey is not gentlemanly and re- 
quires some incentive to make it so. Organized sport 
was the organization of a gentlemen's pastime, and 
it could hardly exist for long without maintaining 
appropriate and traditional standards of conduct. In 
fact, gentlemanliness is the kingpin which holds the 
organization togethei:, for without it the written rifles 
are easily dispensed with and the sport degenerates.

The percentage of veterans who are 
taking advantage of the government's free edu- 
cation scheme Is discbufagingly low, and any- 
thing students can' do to prbp^g^te^thi' advan- 
tages of higher education amonig returned men 
should be done.^ 

The production of a movie cost* money, and 
lots of it; but if we used a little salesmanship, 
we could obtain aid from many other interested 
lources. This would be absolutely necessary 
to prevent too drastic a slice being cut from 
student funds.

Tîie 
selection of its books, in itself no 
e^sy t^sk. starts off this backstage 
work, and the success of its efforts 
liej In the ease and speed with 
which the book travels from the 
publisher to the hands of the read- 
er. 

Book selection in any library 
must of necessity be guided by the 
needs of the type of public which 
is being served. It is not difficult to 
see that the^ demands made upon a 
university library arc so varied and 
cover so wide a ground that the 
choice of books presents a complic- 
ated problem. Such a library must 
naturally supply, in the first place, 
all the prescribed and supplemental 
readings of the different college 
courses; but it is also expected to 
carry additional material on all sub- 
jects of cultural, historical, and 
scientific interest. To best attain 
this comprehensive objectivé, an- 
nual allotments are made from the 
library budget to the departments 
for the selecti6n of books required 
by their courses. The departmental 
needs being thus taken care of, the 
remainder of the budget, under the 
direction of the librarian, serves 
the broader needs of the library, in- 
cluding periodicals of general in- 
terest 

Once a book has been selected, 
the library's Order Department 
places an order with the publisher 
When the book has béen received— 
^nd in these days of paper short- 
ages and wartime restrictions this 
may tàke considerable time — it 
passes from the Order Depàrtmènt 
to the Cataloguing Department 
Here a cataloguer must examine 
the book suffidenUy to be able to 
ascertain the subject or subjects on 
which it treats. The amount of time 
required for this will vary from the 
short time needed for a work of fic- 
tion to the longer period necessarily 
bestowed upon a learned treatise.' 
Catalogue cards are drafted, the var- 
ious subject headings' under which 
the book will appear In the catal- 
ogue are selected, and thé book is 
classified, which involves assign- 
ing it to its qltimate' place on the 
shelves according to Its subject 
matter. 

Next thé catologue cards are 
typed, and at the same time the 
book is bookplated and labelled 
with its call number. It is by this 
call number—a combination of let- 
ters and number*— that the book is 
ultimatély shelved and located 
when- wanted. Tbt book then re- 
ceives its accession number and is 
entèred in the accession book — a 
numerical record of all books, re- 
ceived by the library, and one that 
is necessary for purposes of record, 
insurance, and comparison.

The Plays 

of 

James Barrie 

The plays of James Barrie . it 
seems, have a reputation for al- 
ways "going over, well", in spite of 
any difficulties which may occur- 
during production; it is a reputation 
well deserved, ^ for Barrie plays 
have a rapid, well-balanced dial- 
ogue combined with a convincing 
picture of the time. 

Barrie wrote most of his plays 
at the end of the ninteenth century 
and the beginning of the twentieth, 
and in them he has captured a great 
deal of the Victorian age and at- 
mosphere. One of his best known, 
is the delightful "Quality Street", 
a charming tale of the two sisters, 
Susan and Phoebe who live a mo 
dest, unassuming life in a smal^ 
English village. It is somewhat 'on 
the same lines as Mrs. Gaskell's 
"Cranford", with the fresh and 
sympathetic touches that make a 
play sincere. 

Another play that has enjoyed a 
great deal of popularity is "What 
Every Woman Knows", a story that 
will be timeless, as long as men will 
be men and women continue to un- 
derstand them. 

"The Admirable Crichlon" has a 
parUcular appeal today when we 
are acutely aware of the staunch 
record of the little man in England, 
who has withstood the bombing, 
has made and manned the guns. 
But this play was written of an- 
other time when cast distinctions 
were more right, and as Lord Loam, 
master of the admirable Crichton, 
says, "It settled itself long ago, 
Crichton, when I was born a peer, 
and you, for Instance, wore born a 
ser\'ant." The way in which the ser- 
vant Crichton, overcomes the ob 
stacles of cast and class Ayhen eir- 
cumstanceis are reversed is the isiory 
which Barrie unfolds in the English 
Department's play, "The Admirable 
Crichton." 



LITTLE STMPHONT 
Haydn and Mozart were the com- 
posers featured on Tuesday night's 
concert of the Little Symphony, 
Bernard Naylor choosing from the 
works of each composer a sym- 
phony and a concerto. All the pieces 
chosen were written within a pe- 
riod of twenty years. Played for 
the first time by the orchestra' was 
Haydn's Symphony In B Flat' This 
work was recently found by Dr. 
Kans Gal in the Edinburg Univer- 
sity library. The date of this com- 
position Is uncertain, but it must 
have been written between 1756 
and 1778, in wh|ch period Haydn 
composed /over twenty symphonies. 

Perhaps last night's concert was 
really a Haydn one. Certainly no 
onè can forget thé clearness of me- 
lody, firmness: of dcsifn and the 
underlying freedom of the Sym- 
phony, nor can one neglect the tech- 
nical skill displayed by Doris Kil- 
1am in the Concerto for piano and 
orchestré. Haydn's genius unlike 
Mozart's (Haydn's first composition 
was written at the age of twenty) 
was developed after years of hard 
work and careful study, and after 
he»ring the work of Uiese compos- 
ers, written at approximately the 
same stijge in their careers, one 
can appraciite why Haydn has been 
called the father of InstrumenUI 
music. 

It was peaceful music on Tues- 
day night, with beautiful Mozart 
melodies and dancing minuets; and 
through it all there were the tech 
nical difficulties with which the 
musicians had to contend. That théi 
job w»s well performed can be 
judged, not by applause which fol 
lowed each performance, but by 
the' tranquil mood of the audience. 
It was music to understand and 
fully appreciate; it was a perform- 
ance to applaud and to welcome 
igain. Both Doris Killam at the 
piano and Maurice Onderet who 
was soloist in Mozart's Concerto in 
D for violin and orchestra, display- 
ed a perfection of technique and a 
conscientious truly gratifying to 
hear. I feel certain that Tuesday 
night's audience left the Hermitage 
with the desire to hear another 
Haydn concert by the Little Sym- 
phony. — A. T. W.

These were spear-headed by M. and 
D. Burden and Joan Staniforth. 
This trio formed an all important 
part of the Canadian Team which 
went to Picko, Vt in February to 
race in the 9th annual Kate Smith 
Trophy International Event. In this 
meet Science 3's Margaret Burden 
lead the field In the downhill race. 
Her time was 3.55.2 while the run- 
ner-up's was 4.10.2. Joan Staniforth 
of Sc. 2 tied with Rhona Wurtele 
for 5th place. M. Burden placed 4th 
in the slalom and 3rd in the com- 
bined. 

Americans Visit 

Last weekend a return visit of 
the Americans at Baldy was held. 
The Canadians succeeded in break- 
ing the. Jinx which had followed 
them on former International oc- 
casions at Mt. Baldy. Joan Stani- 
forth was 4th in the downhill and 
9th in the slalom thus placing 8th 
in the combined while C. Burden 
was 8th In the downhill, 11th in 
the slalom and 10th in the com- 
bined.

The principle of jei-propulslon has also been 
applied to helicopters but these have never actually 
been tested. The heUcopter obtains Its^lUtlng power 
from the rotation of horizontal air serewif- above the 
ship and when a lateral displacement is desired the 
air sciew is tilted in the direction of desired motion. 
As its speed is relatively small, .(up to about ISO 
miles per hour) it had been proposed to increase 
this by the addition of jeta and the results are being 
awaited with eager'interest.. . 

Of the future of the ordinary helicopter much has 
been predicted and promised but it appears that it 
will finally be available only to those of sufficient 
means and flying ability. Mass production wiU not 
commence directly after the war and the relatively 
few helicopters that will be .manufactured will sell 
between $2,500 and $5,000. If we think of the enor- 
mous amount of parking space that will be required 
to accommodate only a feW of our aerial enthusiasts, 
we will easily see the. difficulties that are involved. 
Of course it would be possible to rept parking space 
•t a eonvenilent distance from the city, as we have 
»t Cartiervllla or nelgbourhood^ and' then to com- 
mute into the city by rail or subway. Only imder 
■ucb conditions would universal helicoipter coounut- 



ing be at first possible and then we must still con 
slder the dangers 'arising from insufficient air zone 
control, weather inclemencies and accidents. 'We 
would have to asslgnate certain levels to all incom< 
ing and outgoing copters in order to avoid collision 
both among themselves and the regular air line ships, 
and would hence require pilots of acute mental reac 
tlon to weave their way trough the intricades of 
such aerial travelling. 
- Begardlng ordinary propdler type traffic we ex- 
pect that it will eventually be consigned to plain 
freight transportation. The speed of ordinary aero 
planes is limited by the speed of sound and the 
period of vibration of the propeller tips and conse 
quently there is a maximum which It will be Im 
possible to exceed. ;We may increase them in size, 
let them carry more cargo at 'higher dévalions but 
findly they will still only be the lumbering tramps 
of the lower air levels. Of course, in the period im- 
mediately succeeding the culmination of hostilities 
and anteceding the introduction of rocket ships we 
shall see the zenith of development of the propellor 
ship. The United States, with their tremendous 
productive abilities and the wide control they have 
over the world's airports, will be in a leading posi 
tlon to acquire the hegemony of the air and subse 
quently; to monopolize international air traffic. We 
shdl see great six to eight motored and triple decked 
giants wing the Atlantic in eight to ten hours, carry 
ing between a hundred and fifty to two hundred 
passengers each trip but finally they will succumb 
and the zodtetc will takt ui. into . tba outer «paceg.

Sask's Political 
Trend Discussed 



"The increasing amount of men- 
tal diseases present in our older po- 
pukitlon constitutes a very real 
practlbd, medical and sociological 
problem," stated-Dr. A. H. Buggies, 
past President of the American Psy- 
chiatric Association, in a personal 
Interview with the Daily yesterday. 
Last night Dr. Ruggles elaborated 
his account of mental ills in the 
fifth of the current series of lec- 
tures on living held at Moyse Hall. 

During the interview Dr. Bug- 
gies eontinudly stressed the magni 
tude of this problem. "Protected 
trends show that In 196a the num 
ber of people over 6S years of age 
will .have doubled. The underlying 
factor in this trend is the prolonga 
tlon of the life line and the conse 
quently enlarged percentage of old* 
sters," he pointed out. 

Dr. Ruggles expressed an opti 
mlstlc viewpoint when asked what 
affeet he thought the war would 
have on the amount of mental ills, 
'In England, for example," he stat 
ed, "there has not been nearly as 
great a rise in mental and nervous 
disorders as what we had exp.ected." 

'What are the most common 
mentd diseases and' how may we 
combat these disorders and insure 
happier state of health for the 
future gei]eratlons?" I asked Dr, 
Ruggles. "The problem of the doe* 
tor Is to make people more happy 
and comfortable," he answered. 
"This is an especially sound philo 
sophy as regards the older ■ popu 
lation: In order to put such a pro 
gram Into effect there is much that 
the government and the population 
In general can do." 

Dr. Ruggles advocates a policy 
which would give greater comfort 
to the old folk through such meas 
ures as old age policies, adequate 
housing and hospitd facilities, in' 
telligent and humanitarian care 
and the development of more In' 
stitutions which' are designed to 
care for this group.. 

"Vitamin defidendes, improper 
elimination, disorders of the circu' 
latory system and- failing heart are 
the most common causes of mental 
disease," Dr. Ruggles stated. "Many 
of these cases are apt to be regard 
edga8|^dironie,;and(, incurable," he 
i»nÛnued,**^^"ând'^' although cures 
cannot always be found, .thertf is 
much that we can do to relieve the 
patient and make his life a little 
more worth while.*. 

During the evening Dr. Ruggles 
once again emphasized the increas 
Ing importance of this problem. The 
speaker was thanked by Dr. Ba 
ruch Silverman.

This type of thing, tinged 
with professionalism, would not 
be necessary here after the war 
to produce great skiers . . . 
What would help would be a 
plan whereby young- skiers 
would be able to trdn on the 
best downhill runs in the coun- 
try with a minimum of expense 
... It Is difficult for stars of 
the future like Griffin and Su- 
therland to I go up North to train 
at places like Mont Tremblant, 
where they practically have to 
pay for the air they breathe . . . 
Some day ski-tow owners and 



and resort men will find .that 
their greatest source of public- 
ity Is In ski racing and will 
build cheap dormitories and ae* ■ 
commodatlons for the ever-Im- , 
pecunious competitor . . . This 
and government-erected ski 
huts have done wonders in 
countries like Norway . . .
